EVENTS, AND HOUSING. END SUMMARY. 

2. AGENDA: CHILEANS MUCH PREPER TO KEEP TO POUR THEMES 
OP BROAD AGENDA ITEMS AS INDICATED IN REPS B, C AND D - 
IE, (1) WORLD PROBLEMS - U.S. VIEW; (2) NEW DIALOGUE; 

(3) CHILE'S PERSPECTIVES; (4) EMERGING WORLD PROBLEMS, 

ETC. (PARA 10, REF D). THIS WAS SCHEME PRESENTED TO 
PONMIN OPPICIALS PER PARA 2C REP B. PONMIN HAS CIRCULATED IT 
TO OTHER INTERESTED MINISTRIES; THOSE MINISTRIES ARE 
NOW PREPARING POR MEETING ALONG THOSE LINES, AND PONMIN 
OPFICIALS BELIEVE CHANGE IN AGENDA ITEMS WOULD CONPUSE 
THEM. APPEARS ALSO THAT THEY PREFER TO PRESENT CHILEAN 
VIEWS AT ONE TIME, RATHER THAN SCATTERED AMONG THREE 
BORAD TOPICS. 
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3. THIS MAY BE MORE QUESTION OE SEMANTICS THAN SUBSTANCE. 

WE SUGGEST COMBINE MOST TOPICS OF I AND II IN REE A, 

PARA 5B, INTO HEADING OE WORLD PROBLEMS - U.S. VIEW, 

AND FOLLOW WITH NEW DIALOGUE. CHILEANS WILL PRESUMABLY 
COMMENT ALONG THE WAY, AND SOME SUBJECTS OE EMERGING WORLD 
PROBLEMS CAN DISAPPEAR INTO WORLD PROBLEMS CATEGORY. FINAL 
SESSION CAN MELD US AND CHILEAN VIEWS. INTRODUCTORY SESSION 
WOULD ELOW INTO EIRST SUBSTANTIVE ONE. PLEASE ADVISE. 

4. CHILEAN DELEGATION; NOW APPEARS LIKELY CHILE DEL WILL 
BE UNDER SECRETARY EOREIGN AFEAIRS CAPTAIN (NAVY) CLAUDIO 
COLLADOS NUNEZ, WITH EONMIN DIRECTOR GENERAL CARLOS 
VALENZUELA HIS PRINCIPAL ASSISTANT. OTHER CHILEAN REPS 
ARE NOT LIKELY TO BECOME KNOWN FOR SOME TIME. 

5. SOCIAL EVENTS: CHILEANS HAVE NOT TURNED TO THIS YET BUT 
WILL WANT TO HOST LUNCH OR DINNER (THEY AGREE ON WORKING 
CHARACTER). WE ARE TALKING TO THEM ABOUT POSSIBILITY OP 
AMBASSADOR POPPER HOSTING COCKTAIL EVENING NOV 18 FOR DELS 
PLUS CHILEAN MINISTERS; ALSO AMBASSADOR HOSTING SMALL 
LUNCHEON NOV 19 TO GIVE MESSRS. LEWIS AND EINAUDI EXPOSURE 
TO SUCH GOC SPOKESMEN AS AIR PORCE CINC AND JUNTA MEMBER 
GENERAL GUSTAVO LEIGH; INTERIOR MINISTER GENERAL CESAR 
BENAVIDES; EONMIN ADMIRAL PATRICIO CARVAJAL, AND 
SECRETARY (MINISTER) TO JUNTA COLONEL PEDRO EWING,
